Council denies new claim 
over ‘true’ cost of busway

LUTON council has paid out more 
than £78m for the construction 
costs of the town's controversial 
busway, a senior councillor has 
claimed. 

That it is almost £22 million more 
than the authority’s target cost of 
£56.6 million for the project. 

Cllr David Franks, leader of the 
Liberal Democrats, says he has 
evidence which shows that the 
council has parted with £78.3m for 
the work done on the new transport 
system between Luton and 
Dunstable. 


The council has rejected his claims 
and says the figures Cllr Franks has 
alleged are ‘hugely inaccurate’. 

The authority is currently in 
dispute with the contractor of the 
Luton Dunstable Busway over how 
much should be paid for the work. 

A spokesman said it was currently 
looking at a ‘target cost’ of £56.6m. 

Cllr Franks said that a council 
officer who has been working on the 
busway confirmed during a public 
meeting in April that the authority 
had already paid £78.3m. 

He added that the same figures had 
been given to him in an email from a 
senior council finance officer. 

Cllr Franks said: “I am satisfied that 
the figures I have stated are correct. 


“I quoted these figures in ques¬ 
tions to the officer presenting the 
busway update at the Scrutiny meet¬ 
ing in April. He confirmed them and 
advised that when the final costs 
were agreed, the council would 
claim back from the contractor any 
excess which had been paid over 
and above the final agreed cost. 

“I have documentary evidence to 
confirm this. 

“If anyone in the council is now 
saying these figures are not correct 
then it looks very much like they are 
trying to conceal the true figures. 

“Any cover-up can only be to 
prevent embarrassment and that’s 
not a good enough reason for 
concealing the figures. 


“A very great deal of taxpayers’ 
money is being spent on this project 
and the taxpayers are entitled to 
know where it is going.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
must stress that all figures quoted 
except the current target cost are 
hugely inaccurate. 

“The target cost remains largely 
the same at around £56.5m as 
you have quoted and as reported to 
this CounciFs Executive. 

“Luton Borough and Central 
Bedfordshire Councils remain in a 
process of confidential negotiation 
with the Luton Dunstable Busway 
scheme’s main contractor so cannot 
reveal details of payments made, or 
the sums in dispute, as this is 


commercially sensitive information 
which would potentially prejudice 
any settlement. 

“As regards payments up front, 
Luton Council has previously 
reported to Executive the terms of 
the NEC contract employed. 

“This is a standard contract as 
recommended for use by public 
sector organisations when procur¬ 
ing major construction programmes 
and required by central Government 
which has funded the majority of 
this project. 

“At such time as the matter is con¬ 
cluded, or it otherwise becomes 
appropriate to do so, the financial 
details of the contract will of course 
be made available to the public.

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£700k fund to fix the 
potholes in our roads

RESIDENTS in Luton and 
Dunstable are set to benefit 
from more than £700,000 of 
funding to fix potholes blighting 
our roads, the Government has 
announced. 

Luton will receive £200,018 to 
repair 3,000 potholes whilst 
Central Bedfordshire, which 
covers Dunstable, will get 
£592,075 to fill in 11,000 holes. 

The money is part of a nation¬ 
wide initiative in which more 
than three million potholes are 
to be filled as part of the biggest 
investment in roads since the 
1970s. 

Councils across England have 
been allocated the £168 million 
of funding from a dedicated 
pothole repair fund. 

However, as a condition of 
receiving the money, local 
authorities are required to 
publish monthly progress 
updates on how many potholes 
have been repaired. 

The Government says this is the 
latest in a series of announce¬ 
ments which will see more than 
£24 billion spent on England’s 
strategic road network between 
2010 and 2021. 

According to the Department 
for Transport, Parliament is now 
considering legislation that will 
transform the Highways Agency 
into a Government-owned 
company backed by ‘locked-in’ 
funding. 



REPAIRS: Potholes will be fixed 
with new Government funding 


A Government spokesman said 
the changes are meant to 
eliminate the ‘uncertain stop- 
start’ funding processes of the 
past and save taxpayers at least 
£2.6 billion over the next 10 
years. 

The investment in the road 
network is reflected by a further 
£7.4 billion committed to local 
roads in the next Parliament, 
along with funding from the 
£12 billion Local Growth Fund. 

Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said: “Potholes are 
the bane of all our lives and the 
funding announced today is an 
important step in ridding our 
roads of this menace. 

“But it is only one part of a mas¬ 


sive programme of investment to 
get our country up to speed as 
part of this Government’s long 
term economic plan. 

“By building, repairing and 
renewing our key infrastructure 
we will ensure the future growth 
and prosperity of this county.” 

The funding follows a competi¬ 
tion in which councils were 
invited to apply for a share of the 
£168 million, which includes £10 
million being available for 
London. 

All repair works have to be 
completed by the end of March 
next year with councils required 
to publish quarterly updates so 
that local residents can see how 
many potholes or miles of resur¬ 
facing has been undertaken in 
their area. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
said: “Investing in our roads is a 
key part of our long term 
economic plan. 

“A modern economy needs 
modern infrastructure, so 
businesses can create more jobs, 
commuters can get to work, and 
families can get on with their 
lives. 

“We have already made a 
historic investment in Britain’s 
road network - the biggest since 
the 1970s. 

“Potholes damage cars, motor¬ 
bikes and cycles and cost hard¬ 
working people money for 
repairs. 

“Helping fill in potholes is help¬ 
ing hardworking families and we 
need to do more of it.”

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Mare’s suffering 
revealed in report

NEARLY 300 people from the 
South East and Eastern 
region, including a 62-year- 
old man from Luton, were 
convicted of animal welfare 
offences last year. 

The figures were released 
this week by the RSPCA in 
their annual Prosecution 
Report. 

The 62-year-old was 
disqualified from keeping 
animals for 10 years after a 
young cob cross mare was 
found in an extremely under¬ 
weight and poorly condition 
with her dead foal nearby. 

He was also made to pay 
costs of £1,000 and given 
eight weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for one year. 

The mare, called Bluey, was 
found in a field off Mangrove 
Green, Cockernhoe in April 
last year. 

She had been heavily preg¬ 
nant but with a heavy worm 
burden, she miscarried her 
almost full-term foal. 

She was emaciated, her 
bones and thin frame were 
visible through the material 
of her rug and she had severe 
thrush in all four hooves. 

But despite receiving treat¬ 
ment, Bluey’s condition sadly 
deteriorated and she had to 


be put to sleep to end her 
suffering. 

Following the publication of 
the report, RSPCA inspector 
Tina Ward, said: “This poor 
pony was riddled with worms 
and was emaciated. 

“Her body was so weak it 
just could not cope with the 


pregnancy. 

“We had advised Bluey’s 
owner about appropriate care 
regarding other horses on 
previous occasions and he 
ought to have known how to 
provide for her needs or at 
least sought help before it was 
too late.” 


Teen victim of sword attack 


A 16-YEAR-OLD suffered 
significant injuries to his 
lower leg after being attacked 
with a sword. 

The teenager was walking 
with his father past Hickman 
Court in Wauluds Bank Drive 
on June 13 at 10pm when a 
group of up to eight youths 
approached them from the 
direction of the underpass. 

They asked him his name 


and when he told them, one 
of the group attacked his leg 
with the sword. 

The assault was carried out 
with such force the teenager 
required surgery to repair the 
damage to below the knee. 

The group then made off in 
the direction of Waleys Close. 

Bedfordshire Police have 
described the assailants as a 
mixture of black and mixed 


race males wearing dark 
clothing. They all had their 
faces covered. 

Investigating Officer Gary 
Hales said the attack was 
‘appalling, cowardly’ and 
‘unprovoked’. 

He added: “The people who 
did this are violent and 
aggressive and need to be 
identified for the protection 
of the local community.”

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Pair accused of 
drain clean con

TWO men have denied try¬ 
ing to charge a woman to 
clean out her blocked drain 
which was actually a public 
sewer that Anglian Water 
would clear for free. 

The pair, Neal Martin, 37, of 
Heron Way, Hatfield, and 
Mark Sellers, 45, of Oaklands 
Road, London, are both 
charged with being a trader 
engaged in a commercial 
practice which is a mislead¬ 
ing omission on April 15 last 
year. 

Mr Martin, as the director 
of the company involved, 
Partners Maintenance 
Limited, is also charged with 
two counts of a complaint 
made by the customer, 
Elizabeth Thompson on April 
15 and 26, 2013. 

The allegation is that Mr 
Martin quoted a price of £732 
to Ms Thompson to clear the 
drain at her home in Leighton 
Court, Dunstable, and that 
both him and Mr Sellers, 


having assessed the drain, 
failed to inform her it was a 
public sewer and therefore 
fell under the responsibility 
of Anglian Water. 

Appearing at Luton 

Magistrates’ Court on 


Tuesday both men pleaded 
not guilty to the charges and 
elected trial by jury at Luton 
Crown Court. 

The pair will appear at the 
Crown Court for a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing on July 7.

T HE Government is 

between a rock and a 
hard place with 
regard to education at 
the moment. You could say it 
is failing on most matters: 
prison reform, housing, the 
NHS, welfare. And has bank¬ 
ing really changed? I digress 
and will stick to education. If 
there is a bigger mess than 
state schooling at the 
moment, I haven’t seen it. 

Michael Gove wanted to 
free up local comprehensive 
schools from the heavy hand 
of the state, a bit of an oxy¬ 
moron some might say. 

Still off he went: more 
Academies, Free Schools, 
headteachers and governing 
bodies having more and 
more say in their own affairs. 

They could not only opt out 
of local authority control but 
also ignore the National 
Curriculum. The state, as 
run by the council, was so 
yesterday. 

Local people know best 
what they want for their 
children’s education. Then 
came Birmingham. Five 


schools have been suspected 
of having suffered a hard line 
Muslim takeover. There is 
not much evidence of this 
but who needs evidence 
when the words hardline and 
Muslim are in the same 
sentence? 

It’s enough to make you 
want to vote UKIP. So these 
not long ago outstanding 
schools, some of which are 
Academies, are now in 
special measures. 

And the state is to 
issue British values, 
which must be 
imbued, not just 
in these 
schools but all 
24,000 institu¬ 
tions. 

There’s state 
control for you, 
or even thought 
control, and its 
hand will be heavier 
than anything socialists 
could have dreamed of. 

I think people once subju¬ 
gated by this country, many 
of whose descendants inhab 
it our city centres, will smile 



ironically that British values 
include democracy, liberty, 
tolerance and respect. 

That’s a bit like saying Eton 
is open to everyone. Of 
course the real issue is being 
ignored here. 

Muslims in Birmingham 
may or may not have been 
trying to train young 
jihadists in our schools but I 
somehow doubt it. 

It is likely, however, that 
they were bringing their 
religious views into the 
mainstream of the 
schools, which are 
not universally 
popular. But then 
by definition 


religious views 
are not univer¬ 
sally popular, 
and, to a greater or 
lesser extent, are 
intolerant. 

The only real solution 
is to ban religious schools, 
and religion from schools, 
other than in philosophy 
classes. Is that going to 
appear in the Conservatives’ 
next manifesto?

Community order 
for ‘skunk’ dealer

A YOUNG shop worker, who 
began dealing in cannabis 
has been given a 12-month 
community order. 

Police saw Carl Rutter, 21, of 
Farley Hill, Luton, behind the 
wheel of his car, talking to a 
young woman. 

It was at the junction of 
Albert Road and New Town 
Street in the town and offic¬ 
ers became suspicious. 

They stopped the car and 
immediately could detect the 


tell-tale smell of skunk can¬ 
nabis coming from inside the 
vehicle. 

Under the driver’s seat, 
officers found 27.5 grams of 
the drug worth around £280. 

At first Rutter claimed the 
drugs were for his own per¬ 
sonal use but when police 
looked at his mobile phone, 
they found text messages 
indicating he was dealing to 
others. 

Claudette Elliott, prosecut¬ 
ing at Luton Crown Court, 
said messages found includ¬ 
ed “Can you drop off a £10 bag 


for me?”, “Do us a 10” and “Do 
us a 20”. 

Rutter pleaded guilty to 
possessing the drug with 
intent to supply. 

Passing sentence Judge 
Stuart Bridge told Rutter: 
“Your problem is you are 
addicted to cannabis and that 
had led you to cross the road 
into dealing which the courts 
take seriously.” 

He gave him a 12-month 
community order and told 
Rutter he must carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work and pay 
prosecution costs of £340.

WHILST England fans were 
buying their flags and replica 
kits in preparation for the 
World Cup, a coaster manufac¬ 
turer from Dunstable was hard 
at work producing gifts for the 
squad's send off.

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Inquiry launched 
into double arson

FOUR children have been 
arrested and bailed on 
suspicion of arson following 
a fire at a derelict building. 

The fire service was called 
at 5.11pm last Sunday to tack¬ 
le the blaze at Sherd Lodge in 
Sherd Close. 

Firefighters were also called 
out to another fire at a dere¬ 
lict building on the same day 
at an old nightclub in Upper 
George Street. 

The blaze at Sherd Lodge 
spread from the first floor of 
the two-storey building to 
the roof before being put out. 

It caused damage to a wall 
of the property and two girls, 
aged 12, and two boys, aged 
10, were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of committing arson by 
officers close to the scene. 

In the second incident, 

Bedfordshire Police said they 
were treating the fire in 
Upper George Street as an 
arson attack. 

It took place between 
9.30pm and 10.10pm. 

The building has been 
closed for more than six 
months and the fire caused 
considerable damage to the 
structure of the building.

Detective Constable Colin 
Knight said: “Scenes of crime 
officers and fire investigators 
are continuing to investigate 
the cause of this fire but we 
can confirm that we are 
treating it as arson. 

“There was also a second 
fire reported in the same 
building on fune 13 at 8am 
and it is possible that the 
same person is responsible 
for both incidents. 

“The building has been 
closed for some time and is 


now in a dangerous state. 

“We would urge anyone 
who has noticed people 
entering the building or act¬ 
ing suspiciously in the area 
recently to come forward and 
assist with this investiga¬ 
tion.”

Attack man is given 
suspended sentence

A DUNSTABLE man who 
beat up a young man outside 
the Nags Head in the town 
centre has been given a 
suspended sentence. 

Glen Tompkins, 34, of West 
Street in Dunstable, was 
given a six month prison 
sentence suspended for 12 
months for attacking a man 
at the side of the pub. 

He was also ordered to 
carry out 180 hours of unpaid 
work and pay his victim £300 
in compensation, as well as 
£150 towards the cost of the 
prosecution. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
25-year-old Darren Campbell 
was attacked in an alleyway 
by a number of men. 

Officers who were already 
in High Street North dealing 
with another incident came 
across Mr Campbell down on 
his knees on the pavement 
and bleeding from his face. 

It was the early hours of 
February 22 and officers 
spoke to Mr Campbell.

He was arrested and 
charged with assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm 


on Mr Campbell. 

The court was told Mr 
Campbell suffered a swollen 
eye and chipped tooth. 

He had been punched and 
kicked in the attack. 

Judge Bridge was also told 
that Tompkins, who works as 
a window cleaner, had drunk 
around seven or eight pints of 
cider that night.

Cracking down on 
nuisance motorists

TWO people were arrested - 
one for drug possession and 
another for drink-driving - 
following a crackdown on 
car cruisers and off-road 
bikers. 

Three drivers were reported 
for having no insurance, 
another for driving while 
disqualified, five for having 
defective vehicles and one 
other driver for excessive 
speeding as part an operation 
in Dunstable last weekend. 

Bedfordshire Police said 
they also seized three vehi¬ 
cles after residents had 
complained of nuisance 
motorists. 

The force visited various 
areas including Houghton 
Regis Green, Downside in 
Dunstable, Tithe Farm, 
Parkside and Sewell. 

During the operation, offic¬ 
ers said they found a ‘small 
minority’ of individuals driv¬ 
ing their vehicles at excessive 
speeds, doing donuts and 
drifting their cars. 

Inspector Jim Hitch said: 
“Operations Meteor and 
Reservation are long running 
efforts by Bedfordshire Police 
to combat the nuisance 


created by all motorists who 
find it impossible to drive or 
ride their vehicles in accord¬ 
ance with the law. 

“Officers were able to take 
full advantage of Section 59 of 
the Police Reform Act 2002 
which gives them the ability 
to stop anti-social motorists 
and warn them about their 
behaviour as well as issuing 
fines and seizing their 
vehicles.” 

He added: “One of the issues 
that we do have is not being 


able to chase after every 
single nuisance driver or 
motorcyclist but by providing 
information such as names, 
addresses or where the vehi¬ 
cle may have been previously, 
we can build up a picture of 
the offenders and take appro¬ 
priate action. 

“Drivers and riders need to 
realise that this sort of behav¬ 
iour is unacceptable - not 
only is it an offence, but it is 
also extremely dangerous for 
others.”

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We need a return to the 
‘golden’ economic age 


ON THURSDAY, I attended a 
meeting at the House of 
Commons of “Economists 
Against Austerity”, of whom 
I am one. We were treated to 
a presentation by my very 
good (and very intelligent) 
friend, Michael Meacher MP, 
about his book “The State We 
Need”. 

Michael said that we should 
be profoundly concerned, 
angry indeed, that most people 
in Britain have been made 
poorer than they were six years 
ago as real wages and salaries 
have failed to keep pace with 
prices. 

By contrast, the richest 1,000 
people in Britain, massively rich 
billionaires, had seen their 
wealth double in five years. 
These people live a life beyond 
our imagining and have been 
protected by successive govern¬ 
ments while millions have 
become poorer and some 
utterly, impoverished. 

Michael also reminded us that 
Britain was once very different. 
During a golden age for some 30 
years after the end of the Second 
World War from 1945, living 
standards for ordinary people 
rose rapidly, full employment

prevailed, millions of decent 
homes were built, the National 
Health Service was established 
and Britain was still a major 
manufacturing nation. 

But in the late 1970s a new 
economic “religion” was 
imposed by government which 
we now call “neo-liberalism”. 

High unemployment became 
permanent, economic instabil¬ 
ity and low economic growth 
affected us all, house prices 
surged out of the reach of 
millions of people, the banks 
were allowed to get away with 
economic murder and indus¬ 
tries disappeared. The public 
utilities - energy, transport etc 
- were privatised, flogged off 
cheaply and now mostly for- 
eign-owned, and the rich were 
allowed to hide their wealth in 
tax havens while most of us 
were on PAYE. 

It is not surprising that voters 
have become disenchanted 


with our leaders, the political 
class who have brought all this 
upon us. 

But there is an alternative, as 
Michael and I constantly argue. 
We should simply re-establish 
the way we were governed 
in that golden age. The globali¬ 
sation, privatisation, free move¬ 
ment of capital and all that 
which has caused so much 
damage must be reversed. It 
would not be difficult and 
would be enormously popular. 

Seventy per cent of the people 
want the energy companies to 
be re-nationalised, even more 
think the railways should be 
back in public ownership and a 
majority believe that the free 
flow of speculative cash across 
national boundaries should be 
stopped. 

If a political party picked up 
this agenda and ran with it they 
would surely romp to victory in 
a general election.

CONTRARY to what the Blackadder series 
would have us believe, as we approached the 
Scottish border, a raving mob of flame-haired 
Celts did not come rushing to attack us. 

Instead, with the tantalising smell of steam 
in the air, the Cathedrals Express chugged its 
way through the rolling green hills of the Lake 
District up towards the much fought over city 
of Carlisle, safe and sound. 

Our journey, however, did not begin in the 
borderlands but almost 300 miles south at 
Flitwick Station where we picked up the class 
47 diesel locomotive which was to haul us all 
the way to Hellifield. 

At a time of the morning I rarely see if possi¬ 
ble, we boarded the train and were shown to 
the most luxurious of the carriages: Pullman 
style dining. 

There we valiantly chomped our way through 
a five course breakfast of the most beautifully 
fresh and fluffy croissants you’ve ever tasted 
outside of France, fruit compote, porridge, 
breads, and to top it off, a full English with a 
hearty Lincolnshire Sausage and Sussex Bacon 
accompanied by a glass of champagne. 

The route of the journey, which actually 
began in Radlett and St Albans shortly after 
6am, went winding through the East Midlands 
via Bedford*, stopping only at Leicester, East 
Midlands Parkway and Sheffield before head¬ 
ing west up to the Lake District and Carlisle. 

Once we reached Hellifield we stopped brief¬ 
ly to switch engines to the Stanier 8F, which 
was originally designed for hauling heavy 
freight. 

Obviously it was not so adept at hauling 
heavy freight that it could take us, full of a five- 
course breakfast as we were, all the way from 
Radlett to Carlisle and back, although to its

credit there are some tasks that even Hercules 
himself would struggle with. From there we 
began the steady ascent towards Cumbria’s 
largest town, eventually arriving at around 
2.30pm. During the couple of hours we had to 
explore the city we had a look around the 
castle, the cathedral and even went on a 
search for Hadrian’s Wall. 

Back on board we were once again served a 
sublime five-course dinner of canapes, amuse 
bouche, feta and chive terrine with salad, 
roast lamb and a white chocolate and 


raspberry mousse, which left everybody 
feeling absolutely stuffed - and that was before 
the cheese board arrived. 

If you’re a fan of steam trains, and even if 
you’re not, the Radlett to Carlisle trip was a 
fantastic day out. And it’s not the only service 
run by Steam Dreams. 

You can travel from Milton Keynes or 
Northampton to Carlisle, Southend to York, 
London to Penzance or pick from a whole host 
of other destinations. 

For a full list of this year’s trips on the

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS 

Out now 

TURNING up to review this 
film at an early fan screening 
showed what a great Twilight- 
esque following this heart¬ 
warming romance has - 
based on the number one 
best-selling novel. 

Usually being squeezed 
between two sets of late teens/ 
twentysomethings on the 
back row doesn’t sound bad, 
but experiencing blubbering 
before a potentially heart¬ 
breaking scene took place was 
quite a bizarre experience - as 
the cinema-goers knew what 
was on the horizon, obviously 
being avid fans of the book. 

There was literally crying all 
around me for the majority of 
the film. 

That’s because this is sup¬ 
posedly an extremely faithful 
adaptation of John Green’s 
book about two cancer-strick¬ 
en teens - played by 
Divergent’s breakout stars 
Shailene Woodley and Ansel 
Elgort. 

They star as Hazel Lancaster 


and Augustus ‘Gus’ Waters 
(who meet up after Hazel is 
forced to attend a cancer sup¬ 
port group), two teenagers 
who share the same outlook 
on life - with sarcastic wit and 
disdain for the conventional - 
as their love sweeps them on 
an emotional journey. 

Hazel is continuing to battle 
terminal thyroid cancer - 
which has spread to her lungs 
- and sports an oxygen tank to 
help her breathe, while ex¬ 
basketball star Gus, is recov¬ 
ering from the disease (spe¬ 
cifically osteosarcoma) after 
getting his leg amputated. 

But their love really blos¬ 
soms when, having saved his 
‘wish’ as a cancer sufferer, Gus 
whisks Hazel - along with 
Hazel’s Mum Frannie as legal 
guardian - to Amsterdam, to 
meet the author (Willem 
Dafoe) of her favourite book, 
An Imperial Affliction. 

And even though this might 
sound too much for a roman¬ 
tic drama with its potentially 
tragic terminal illness theme, 
the two leads prove so amiable 
it really does the source mate¬ 
rial justice without ever 
resorting to exploitation.

Public notice - consultation on proposed Dog Control Orders by Central Bedfordshire Council 

1. Introduction 

Central Bedfordshire Council seeks to promote responsible dog ownership. We recognise that the vast 
majority of dog owners are caring and considerate as to the effect their dog has on others. One of the key 
issues in relation to promoting responsible dog ownership is tackling the problem of dog fouling - allowing 
a dog to foul and not clearing up after it. 

The existing legislative framework concerning dog control and dog fouling is fragmented, limited in scope, 
and not fit for purpose e.g. significant types of land are not covered, or are covered by old bye-laws that are 
difficult to enforce and where a Fixed Penalty Notice cannot be issued. 

2. Our proposal 

Central Bedfordshire Council is consulting the public on proposals for introducing a range of new Dog Control 
Orders, designed to meet local needs and that provide more flexibility in promoting responsible dog ownership. 
Orders may apply to any land which is open to the air and to which the public are entitled to have access 
whether on payment or otherwise, or to a particular type of land or location. (They exclude Forestry Commission 
Land which is exempt from the legislation but does include Access Land). The proposed orders are: 

a. Fouling of land by Dogs Order 

This order will make it an offence for a person in charge of a dog to fail to remove dog foul. 

This will apply across the whole of Central Bedfordshire on any land that is open to the air and to 
which the public are entitled to have access, whether on payment or otherwise. The following are 
examples of the type of land to which this order would apply to: parks, public open spaces, town 
centres, roads, pavements, public footpaths, byways, bridleways, woodlands, agricultural land, access 
land and common land. 

b. Dogs on Lead by Direction Order 

This order will make it an offence for a person in charge of a dog to fail to put that dog on a lead, 
and keep it on a lead, by direction of an authorised Council officer, dog warden, site manager or 
park ranger. 

It will apply across the whole of Central Bedfordshire on any land to which the public have access whether 
on payment or otherwise. The order will enable an authorised officer to respond to a situation where a dog 
is not under proper control and is likely to cause a nuisance or disturbance to other people or animals. 

c. Dogs on Lead Order 

This order will make it an offence for a person in charge of a dog to fail to ensure that it is on a lead of 
no more than 2 metres on any land to which this order applies. 

The order will apply to land across Central Bedfordshire which is used as a cemetery, burial 
ground, garden of remembrance, or marked sports pitch. It will include all designated carriageways 
(A and B roads) and their adjoining footpaths and verges. And at countryside sites it will apply to some 
car parks, high use areas, including picnic sites, grazing areas and areas where wildlife is sensitive 
to disturbance by dogs and grazing areas. Sites affected are: Rushmere Country Park, Dunstable 
Downs, Houghton Hall Park, Sharpenhoe Clappers, Sundon Hills, Totternhoe Knolls picnic site, and 
Whipsnade Tree Cathedral.

d. Dogs Exclusion Order 

This order will make it an offence for a person in charge of a dog to permit the dog to 
enter or remain in an exclusion area. 

The order will apply to all enclosed children’s play areas and enclosed multi-use 
games areas across Central Bedfordshire. It will also restrict dogs from certain 
countryside sites including wildlife areas, education areas, and areas of designated 
recreational use: the only site affected at the commencement of the consultation is 
Rushmere Country Park.

e. Specified Number of Dogs onto Land Order 

This order will make it an offence for a person in charge of dogs to take more than the maximum 
number of dogs specified on to any land to which this order applies. Advice from the Dept, for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs (DEFRA) is that the maximum should not exceed six. 

This order will only be made by exception to deal with a very local problem. There are no such problem 
areas identified at the commencement of this consultation. 

Dog Control Orders provide exemptions in particular cases for registered blind people, deaf people, and 
for other people with disabilities who make use of trained assistance dogs. Additionally no offence will be 
committed if a person has a reasonable excuse for failing to comply with an order, or the person in control 
of the land has consented to his failing to do so. 

The penalty for committing an offence contained in a Dog Control Order is a fine: alternatively the opportunity 
to pay a Fixed Penalty Notice of £80 may be offered in place of prosecution that can be reduced to £50 if 
paid within 14 days. 

These proposals seek to strike a balance between the interests of those in charge of dogs and those 
affected by the activities of dogs, bearing in mind the need for people, in particular children, to have access 
to dog-free areas and areas where dogs are kept under proper control, and the need for those in charge 
of dogs to have access to areas where they can exercise their dogs without undue restriction. It also 
recognises that any order made requires enforcement, and that the Council has a limited amount of resource 
available for this purpose. Enforcement would be carried out by authorised Council officers, dog wardens, 
and countryside site managers and park rangers. 

Signs will be erected to advise those in charge of dogs of the relevant restrictions in their locality.

RUGBY UNION 

LUTON Rugby have made positive strides 
following last season’s disappointment. 

Director of Rugby Paul Allen has been busy 
bringing in personel on and off the field. 

Luton have signed two new coaches who 
won the European Cup in the late 90s as 
players with Northampton Saints, Matt Allen 
and John Phillips joining as backs and 
forwards coaches respectively. 

Matt Allen was also capped several times by 
England A, who are now England Saxons. 

Last season, Luton finished in fourth place 
and Paul Allen is relishing the prospect of 
working alongside the two and is hopeful of 
what they can bring to the team. 

He said: “I can’t wait to start working with 
them. I know them well from our time work¬ 
ing together coaching East Midlands under- 
16s and feel they can offer a lot to the club. 

“The main thing they will bring is the expe¬ 
rience of playing rugby at the highest level.” 

Luton’s team is still young and learning, but 
Allen feels the new additions will provide a 
welcome boost to a team, saying: “They will 
also help to develop what is still a very young 
side into the best they can be with their 
invaluable experience. 

“What they will bring into the club is 
immeasurable.” 

The Luton academy, while not as prolific as 
Saints or Bedford has potential and graduate 
Steve Ellis has been taken on trial by Bedford. 

Aside from what they will bring on the train¬ 
ing pitch, he also thinks having high profile 
names at the club will help off it, saying: 

“They will also be a draw for players, who will 
look at Luton and see the opportunity to be 
coached by European cup winners.” 

Pre-season starts on July 1 and the Luton 
boss is eager for the day to come.

Allen said: “We’ve got two tough away 
friendlies just before the season proper 
begins. 

On changes to the squad, he said: “The 
majority of the squad from last season is still 
the same but I plan on making a few additions 
to the team and already have made moves to 
bring in a few new faces. 

“The main signing is David Duffus, who has 


recently retired from the British Army where 
he was captain of their senior rugby team. 

“He can play across the back row and is a 
very experienced and accomplished player, 
especially in sevens rugby, and I look forward 
to seeing him in action next season and feel 
his experience will really improve the team.” 

He went on to say: “I’m not stopping there 
either, we have made a couple of additions but 
I am looking at bringing in some other experi¬ 
enced players so as to get a balance with the 
young players we have already.”

Town return my biggest 
test says Jonathan Smith

LUTON Town’s Jonathan Smith 
believes regaining his midfield 
berth at Kenilworth Road for 
their Football League return 
will be one of the biggest 
challenges of his career. 

The 27-year-old has played 
just three competitive minutes 
since a horrific leg break in 
Town’s 2-1 Boxing Day win at 
Barnet, which ruled him out of 
the remainder of the Hatters’ 
title-winning campaign. 

Smith was handed a late 
substitute role in Luton’s final 
Skrill Premier game of the sea¬ 
son at Hyde, to the delight of 
both colleagues and supporters 
and after strenuous work to be 
fit for the start of pre-season 
training on June 30, the talented 
middle man is hoping to get his 
Hatters’ tenure back on track. 

“The off-season has been 
about getting myself back to full 
fitness up to this point,” said 


Smith. 

“The broken leg was a real 
shock because I have never 
picked any major injuries before 
and it took time to get used to. 

“It has taken a lot of mental 
strength to get me where I am 
now and I know it will be one of 
my biggest and hardest 
challenges to impress the gaffer 
(John Still) and get back into the 
team.” 

Smith will be all the more 
intent on getting back into the 
Hatters’ starting eleven after 
Town were paired with his 
former club Swindon Town in 
the Capital One Cup first round 
draw last Tuesday. 

The versatile midfielder 
helped the Robins to the League 
Two title in his solitary season 
at the County Ground back in 
2011/12. 

However he insists his main 
aim is playing regular football 
at Kenilworth Road again. 

“A lot of people have been ask¬ 
ing me about the Swindon game 
but I am honestly more inter¬ 
ested in just getting fit right 
now,” said Smith. 


“Nevertheless, I am very, very 
excited for the game because I 
had a great time there and 
achieved great things.” 

Luton were also handed their 
League Two fate this week with 
the fixtures having been 
released last Wednesday. 

Still’s men begin life back in 
the Football League with a long 
trip to Carlisle United on August 
9 and Smith is confident Town 
can flourish on the next level. 

“We do not want to be in 
League Two to simply make up 
the numbers,” said Smith. 

“We will be hoping we can 
maintain a position near the top 
of the table throughout the 
season. 

“Promotion is the aim for 
every team in this league and 
we are no different.” 

Smith’s midfield role could be 
under threat from namesake 
Luton Town Youth Team cap¬ 
tain Charlie Smith, who signed 
a one-year professional con¬ 
tract with the Hatters last week. 

The 18-year-old impressed for 
the under-18s last season, 
notching ten goals in 18 games.
